The September 1952 Issue of "The Facts," a 
publication of the Anti-Defamation league, carries an 
article concerning the Constitutional Party and refers 
to Operation America.

F riends, Americans, countrymen, 
lend me your ears; I come to 
• bury the Constitution, not to praise 
if. The evil that men and documents 
do lives after them;- the good is oft 
interred with their bones. So be it 
with the Constitution.

For it will inflame 
you and make you mad. ’Tis good 
you know not that you are the heirs 
and owners of this great country — 
that the so-called ‘ powerful men” 
and their stooges are but your 
servants. 

M ake a ring about the coffin 
holding the Constitution and 
I shall read its message to you. And 
if you have tears, prepare to shed 
them now. 

You all do know this heritage, 
where all the rights and power were 
reserved to you. And with loving 
hands the Founders of this country 
covered it with our flag of red, white 
and blue. Look in this place ran the 
United Nations dagger through; see 
what a rent Supreme Court decisions 
have made. Through these open¬ 
ings the well-publicized “advisors” 
stabbed, and as they plucked their 


cursed steel away, mark how the 
blood of the Constitution and the 
hopes of freedom.flowed. 

These stabs of treasonable people, 
admitted to our country as “citi¬ 
zens,” were the most unkindest cuts 
of all. For ingratitude, more strong 
than Americans’ arms, quite van¬ 
quished the Constitution. They 
burst its mighty heart, and Bloody 
Treason now flourishes over us.

And then, at 
last, this should move the people 
of America to rise and mutiny 
against the conspirators who are 
planning to take over our country, 
and thus avenge the Constitution’s 
death.

The attached Indictment for High Crimes and Misdemeanors 
commands the arrest of President Dwight D. Eisenhower. It 
is recognized that the term "arrest" in this instance means 
"held to answer".

Division as well as to the Congress of the United States, in 
order to comply with the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure 
and Title 18, United States Code, Crimes and Criminal Pro¬ 
cedure Chapter 1, Title 18, Section 4, which states as follows: 

'"Whoever, having knowledge of the actual commission of a felony 
cognizable by a court of the United States, conceals and does 
not as soon as possible make known the same to some judge or 
other person in civil or military authority under the United 
States, shall be fined not more than S500.00 or imprisoned not 
more than three years or both" 

Count number three(3) of the attached Indictment brings to 
your attention the charge of a crime having been committed by 
the President of the United States and John Does One to One 
Hundred ET AL. 

In accordance with Article 1, Section 2, Clause 5, Constitution 
of the United States, the House of Representatives shall have 
the sole power of impeachment. Impeachment being defined as a 
criminal proceeding against a public officer, before a quasi¬ 
political court, instituted by a written accusation by the House 
of Representatives of the United States to the Senate of the 
United States, accusing a public officer. 

Now, having knowledge of the alleged crime, you are being asked 
to submit a reply to one simple question as follows: 

DO YOU INTEND TO BRING IMPEACHMENT PROCEEDINGS AGAINST DWIGHT 
DAVID EISENHOWER AND JOHN DOES ONE TO ONE HUNDRED, AS PROVIDED 
IN THE CONSTITUTION OP THE UNITED STATES? Please answer yes 
or no. If no reply is received to this communication, it will 
be assumed that your answer is in the negative and your con¬ 
stituents will be so informed.

The essence of Americanism is spiritual. Americanism demands that the individual shall be free to 
worship, to think, to hold opinions and to express himself without fear. It gives each American, 
whether rich or poor, white or black, Jew or Gentile, the right to challenge wrong and oppression 
without the penalty of retaliation. 

Americanism means that the individual has a God-given right to choose his work, to develop his 
talents, to safeguard his home and his children, to earn and to save for their future. It means that 
every American be given the right to invest in the soil of his country, and to reap the benefits from his 
labors and his thrift. Americanism holds that these rights be protected for all, not merely for the priv¬ 
ileged. 

Americanism, however, is a two-way relationship. It carries with it grave responsibilities for every 
citizen of the land, as well as unique benefits. It must be militant and positive if it is to preserve its 
virility against a multitude of impacts. 

Americanism cannot survive under a system which permits too many to take too much for nothing. 
It must always be a cooperative effort on the part of the American people in the difficult task of 
living together in an increasingly complex world. 

Americanism is an endowment by a Benevolent Creator of every citizen in the land upon which no 
individual, oligarchy or bureaucracy may encroach, whether political or economic. It recognizes as 
its enemy both the will of the tyrant and the whims of unbridled masses. 

Americanism stands alone against the bold relief of all other philosophies and economies. It holds 
without compromise to the theory that government has no inherent rights, but that it is established 
for the benefit of the people in the largest possible sense. Under our philosophy of Americanism, 
the people must remain masters of the State. When the State usurps that sacred right, Americanism 
will be lost forever. ? 

And in this hour of extreme crisis, when this lofty heritage of Americanism is seriously threatened 
by a ruthless. Godless communist conspiracy, let every loyal American have emblazoned on his con¬ 
science the immortal pledge of the brave men who first gave articulation to the ideals of American¬ 
ism in the Declaration of Independence.

This publication is a monthly news letter of obvious 
anti-Semitic nature prepared by Robert H. Williams, Santa Ana, 
California. Williams claims to have vast experience in the 
intelligence field dealing with the communist menace. However, 
pertinent records reflect he was associated in a limited capacity 
with Air Force Intelligence during World War II. Material printed 
by Williams is often reprinted in "hate" publications such as 
"Common Sense." 

Each office of origin of the groups listed above should 
launch an immediate investigation to determine whether these groups 
could be connected in any way with any of the bombings which have 
occurred since January 1, 1957. In order to accomplish this, it will 
be necessary to determine the present leaders and membership of thej 
groups and to establish the pattern of their activities during the ‘ 
pertinent period, that is whether they have advocated violence or | 
are of such a radical nature as to present a potential for violence; 
These cases must be assigned to mature, experienced Agents and must 
receive the personal supervision of the Assistant Special Agent in 
Charge or Special Agent in Charge. Careful planning must go into 
the approach to these investigations and it is expected the appropriate 
initiative and ingenuity will be exercised to achieve results. 
Sufficient manpower must be assigned in order that all investigation 
may be handled promptly and a determination can be made as to whether 
any of these groups are involved in the bombings. You must, of course, 
coldly with instructions set forth in reairtel to develop sufficient j 
informant coverage so that you will be advised on a continuing basis 
of the plans and activities of these groups.

Each office of origin must advise the Bureau within ten 
days of receipt of this communication that an investigation has been 
launched of the groups in its jurisdiction together with an outline 
of the investigative plan and the number of Agents assigned to carry 
out the investigation. Thereafter, reports must be submitted each 
thirty days until the Bureau advises to the contrary or until the j 
group under investigation has definitely been eliminated as having j 
any connection with the bombings. Of course, any significant develop¬ 
ment in the-case should be promptly furnished to the Bureau by whatever 
means of communication deemed warranted. All communications and reports 
submitted concerning a specific group should bear the title of the 
group with the character Internal Security - X; Racial Matters. The 
original and four copies of reports must be submitted. 

In connection with the over-all program, all offices must j 
search their indices to determine whether there are other "hate" j 
groups than those listed above. In the event any such groups are * 
located in the search of the files the Bureau should be promptly l 
advised of the identity of the group together with a statement as to r 
whether investigation is being initiated. If investigation is not to 
be undertaken, complete justification for not so doing should be included 
in the communication to the Bureau. 

All offices except the offices of origin in the groups listed / 
above should search their files for information concerning the above- / 
listed groups and promptly furnish such information, where not previously; 
done, to the Bureau and the offices of origin.pin addition all offices 
should contact logical informants and sources ITT order to develop any 
information available concerning the possible identities of individuals 
who may have some connection or knowledge of the bombings which have 
taken place since January 1, 1957. The Bureau should be advised by 
October 28, 1958, the results of file searches and the contacts with 
logical informants and sources and all offices should continue to be 
alert for and alert their logical informants and sources to pronptly 
bring to their attention any pertinent information concerning bombings 
and attenpted bombingsTj Such information should be promptly reported 
to the Bureau. 

This is a program, which if exploited to its full potential, 
could well lead to the solution of the bombings. Therefore, it must 
receive continuous and expeditious attention.

To pursue this subject to the ultimate, it seems reasonable 
that we should examine the second clause of the First Amendment. 
This clause seems to be forever overlooked and ignored when matters 
of religion versus state are discussed. It seems that this clause 
contains the answer to the first, as perhaps it was so intended. 


U.S.CONST. AMENDMENT-1. 

" Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohititing the free exercise thereof. .* 1 

If the second clause of the First Amendment is a fact* Cong¬ 
ress can pass no law prohititing the free exercise of beligion; 
nor can the states by reason of the 14tli Amendment. So, the Moslem 
may practice, the Jew the Talmud, or the Christian the Bible. If 
this be true, can any public official ban the Koran, the Talmud, or 
the Bible without infringing on the 11 free exercise" part of the 
second clause? Can one of these religious books be banned; can 
all of them be banned; or can none of them be banned? It seems not 
because each of these books contain certain religious- principles 
and rules of practice essential to the "Free Exercise" of each 
of these faiths. However, if freedom of religious belief is prot¬ 
ected, one may not practice his religion without restraint where 
such practice is detrimental to the health, morals, and security of 
the state. Witness the Mormon Church cases where polygamy was for¬ 
bidden. But are we to accept the banning of the Holy Bible, the 
book Christians believe to contains revelations of God, as well as 
the practice and principles of Christianity, and not feel that 
the "free exercise" clause of the First Amendment is not violated? 

The "Christ" of the Christians or the "Messiah" of the Jews, 
are not descriptive of persons but of a principle or a belief. It 
seems to matter little in so far as the Constitution is concerned, 
whether the Christians believe that "The Christ" has already come 
and has departed, or that the Jews believe that the Christians are 
wrong, that the Christ is not the Messiah who is yet to come. 

These are beliefs protected by the First Amendment that protects 
both belief and un-belief. No one is injured by anothers beliefs 
but maybe by religious practice. When this happens the Police 
Power is adequate to control the situation. 

In conclusion, the writer feels that in the best interests 
of members of the Constitution Party, it is necessary and essential 
to call attention to unconstitutional acts and omissions: To dep¬ 
end at all times upon the Articles and Amendments of the Constitut¬ 
ion for the solution of constitutional problems. We cannot afford 
to give credence to any man’s Interpretation of the document, but 
should at all times refer to the Constitution itself and as well, 
the documents illustrative of the formation of the union, for 
the solution of problems such as the doctrine of "Church And State" * 
and the answer to the question of whether or not such things are 
in the Constitution.

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In 1898,Cooley, another authority on the Constitution, expounded 
the "no establishment’* clause as follows: 


" by establishment of religion is meant the sett¬ 
ing up or recognition of a state church, or at le¬ 
ast the conferring upon one church of special 
favors and advantages which are denied others. 

Then (citing 1 Tuck. Bl.Comm. App. 296; 2id., App 
Note G). It was never intended by the Constit¬ 
ution that the government should be prohibited 
from recognizing religion....where it might be 
done without drawing any invidious distinctions 
between different religious organizations or sects" 


THE SEPARATION OF CHURCH AND STATE DOCTRINE. 


This phrase appears nowhere in the Constitution, Congress 
by reason of the First Amendment cannot pass any such law. The 
Supreme Court as the judicial and not the Legislative body, cannot 
make it a Law. It could only become Law by Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment. The doctrine, like many others now current, arose from the 
opinion of one man, Thomas Jefferson. In 1802, he wrote a letter 
to a Baptist group in Danbury,Connecticut. In this letter Jeffer¬ 
son wrote that in his opinion, the purpose of the First Amendment 
was to "Build a Wall of Separation between Church and State." But 
in his second inaugral address made three years later, he said: 

"In matters of religion, I have considered that its free exercise 
is placed by the Constitution independent of the powers of govern¬ 
ment." However, the Supreme Court, in the case of Reynolds v. 

United States speaking through Chief Justice Waite, said: This is 
almost an authoritative declaration of the scope and effect of the 
amendment." Form then on the Supreme Court followed the Waite 
opinion, utterly ignoring Thomas Jefferson’s reversal of his orig¬ 
inal opinion. In 1947,the Supreme Court, still followed the court's 
original opinion, but greatly enlarged it in the case of Everson 
v. Board of Education. In this case the court ruled that; The estab¬ 
lishment of religion clause means that neither a state nor the fed¬ 
eral government can set up a church; Pass laws which aid or prefer 
one religion or all religions; compel any person to attend or not 
attend any church, or profess belief or dis-belief in any religion; 
That no person can be punished for professing any religious beliefs 
or dis-beliefs; Or for attendance or non-attendance of any church; 
That no tax money can be used to support any religious activities 
or institutions or whatever they may adopt to teach or practice 
religion; That no state nor the federal government can participate 
in the affairs of any religious organization or group. Justice 
Reed dissenting, said: "The phrase 'an establishment of religion' 
may have been intended by Congress to be aimed only at a state 
church." He also quoted James Madison's similar comment, then re¬ 
minded the court that: Congress has a Chaplain for each House who 

daily invoke the divine blessing and guidance; That the armed 

forces since early times, have comissioned Chaplains and that these 
conduct services in accordance with the liturgical requirements of 
their respective faiths; That under the Servicemen's Re-Adjustment 
Act of 1944, eligible veterans may receive training at government 
expense for the ministry at denominal religious schools; That the 
schools in the District of Columbia open with exercises which in¬ 
clude a reading from the Bible and the Lord's Prayer. From these 
considerations it appears that the Supreme Court is influenced in 
Its decisions not so much by law or judicial precedent as by politi¬ 
cal expediency. On the basis of the facts herein submitted is is 

certainly apparent that there is no such Law as "Separation of 

Church and State." But it is also certain that there is a strong 
movement sponsored by Atheists and Agnostics,collaborating with 
Communists, to formulate and introduce another so-called "Law" 
known as "Separation of God and state." 
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Tjp FIRST AMENDMENT ^ 

Following the Constitutional Convention the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives heard a proposal by James Madison. This It read as 
follows: 

"The civil rights of none shall be abridged on 
account of religious belief or worship,nor shall 
any national religion be established, nor shall 
the full and equal rights of conscience be in 
any manner, or on any pretense, infringed." 

The Madison proposal was altered to read: 

"Congress shall make no law establishing religion, 
or to prevent the free exercise thereof, or to 
infringe the rights of conscience." 

The Senate also changed the original formula: 

"Congress shall make no lav/ establishing articles 
of religion." 

After prolonged debate, the House and Senate met in joint conference 
to debate the various proposals and to agree on the language of the 
proposed First Amendment. The House resolution was adopted, but 
with the neutral term "respecting an establishment," taking the 
place, of the original sweeping ban against and lav; "establishing 
religion." The Amendment was approved and adopted in the form in 
which it now appears in the Constitution: 

U.S.CONST. AMENDMENT I. 

"Congress shall make no law respecting an estab¬ 
lishment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press; or the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
the Government for a redress of grievances." 


Interpretation: "Establishment of religion." 


James Madison, author of the First Amendment, when asked 
the meaning of the "establishment of religion " clause, said that 
he understood it to mean that Congress should not establish any reL 
igion, and enforce the legal observation of it by law, nor compel 
men to wroship in any manner contrary to their conscience. Accord- 
to the Annals of Congress (1780-1791), Joseph Story, noted author 
of Commentaries on the Constitution, contended that the no establ¬ 
ishment clause of the First Amendment, while it inhibited Congress 
from giving preference to any denomination of the Christian faith, 
was not intended to withdraw the Christian religion as a whole from 
the protection of Congress. He said; 


"Probably at the time of the adoption of the Const- 
ution, ana of the Amendment to it now u nder dis¬ 
cussion, the general if not the universal sent¬ 
iment in America was, that Christianity ought to 
receive encouragement from the state so far as not 
incompatible with the private rights of conscience 
and Vao freedom of religious worship. An attempt 
tc le'/el all religions, and to make it a matter of 
stace policy to hold all in utter indifference, 
would have created universal disapprobation if not 
universal indignation."

The Constitution of the United States is a written document, 
not, as some seem to believe, a legend or a Folk Tale carried about 
in peoples minds and subject to distortion by idle gossip and rumor 0 
As a written document it is permanent and may be amended or abolished 
only as provided in the same instrument. It is an instrument of 
Law, the Supreme Lav; of these United States. Because it is the Sup¬ 
reme Lav; of the Land, and because we are all bound by it including 
the President, the Legislatures, the 1 Courts. The United States of 
America is a government of Laws and not of Men. Therefore, opinions, 
judicial or otherwise, although respected, are not Law but mere null- 
itiesand so without force or effect, when inconsistent with the 
Constitution. 

From time to time, the Supreme Court hands down decisions - ' 
on various constitutional questions referred to it by the lower 
courts. Where such decisions are rendered they become the Lav; Of 
The Case only, or the res adjudicata. Separate dicta or opinions of 
the justices where not relevant to the decision are merely explanat¬ 
ions of the sources and authorities upon the facts of the case? The 
decision itself is binding only upon the parties to the case before 
the court. It does not become "Law" nor asmany mistakenly assume, 
"the law of the land." 

Many well meaning-people, among them Attornies General* 
read Into the written Constitution, the dicta or opinions of various 
Supreme Court justices, as "the Law." These are not "Law" unless 
the Supreme Court as many believe, is indeed the "Supreme Law Of The 
Land." This is utterly false and without constitutional basis. 

The same document that created and controls the Supreme Court and 
which the court cannot rise above by usurpation of Legislative power, 
is very specific on the same point: 

U.S.CONST.Article VI,Clause 2. 

"This constitution, and the laws of the United 
States which shall be made in Pursuance thereof; 
and all Treaties made, or which shall be made, 
under the authority of the United States, shall 
be the Supreme Law of the Land...." 

In plain words, not the Supreme Court,but the Constitution is the 
"Supreme Law of the Land." By this Article it is clear that all 
laws , treaties, or authority arises from the Constitution of the 
United States, and from no other source. 

As Voters pledged to the Constitution Party, we should study 
the Constitution by honoring our Committee On The Constitution. This 
was authorized and ordered by your Central Committee on December 9, 
1957. Some thought that such a study course was an imposition and 
others that it was a waste of rime because "they already knew all 
about the Constitution. 1 '. Among these is a former member of the 
Executive Board of the Central Committee who is now organizing a 
counter-organization calea: "‘Constitutional Assemblies~Associated 
of California, Incorporated." This organization purports to rep¬ 
resent the Constitution Party and has set itself up as governing us. 
Failure to study and to know the Constitution causes us to tumble 
into many cunningly contrived traps, set by lur enemies to bemuse 
and destroy us. Among these is the fiction that the doctrine of 
"Separation of Church and State," is a part of the written Constit- * 
utlon; that it is Lav;. To the contrary, nowhere in the Constitut¬ 
ion does this statement appear. Its origin lies in the opinions 
of the Supreme Court which many times has usurped the Legislative 
power in violation of the Constitution.

(or affirm) that I will faithfully execute the office of President of 
the United States, and will to the best of my ability, preserve, pro¬ 
tect and defend the Constitution of the United States". And did there' 
after enter into the.office of President of the United States. 

2. On or about the 24th day of September, 1957, the said Dwight David 
Eisenhower, President of the United States of America, as Commander 

in Chief of the Armed Forces of the United State's of America, did 
order, send, dispatch or command 1000 paratroops more or less, of the 
101st Airborne Division, United States Army, then stationed at Fort 
Campbell, Kentucky, to invade and to occupy the sovereign State of 
Arkansas. On or about the 25th day of September, 1957, said 101st 
division of paratroops under command of Major General Edwin A. Walker, 
U.S.A., did invade and occupy the city of Little Rock, Arkansas* Said 
sovereign State of Arkansas not then in a state of insurrection or war 
either against the United States or any other State thereof. And the 
said Dwight David Eisenhower, President of the United States, did then 
and there and with intention to violate Article 4, Section 4, Consti¬ 
tution of the United States, knowingly and wilfully deny the citizens 
of the city of Little Rock and the sovereign State of Arkansas, a 
Republican Form of Government as provided, and knowingly and wilfully 
ordered, sent and'dispatched a unit of the Armed Forces of the United 
States to Little Rock, Arkansas without either the call of the Legis¬ 
lature or of the Governor of the State of Arkansas, as provided. 

3. On or about the 10th day of August,■ 1957, thq Congres^ of the 
United States in lagislature assembled, did pass and re-codify the 
so-ca'lled "Posse Comitatus Act" of 1878, which when signed by the 
President became the Law of the United States: "Whoever, except in 
cases and circumstances expressly authorized by the Constitution or * 
Act of Congress, wilfully uses any part of the Army or the Air Force 
as a Fosse Comitatus or otherwise, to execute the Laws, shall be 
fined not more than .;?10,000.00 or imprisoned not more than two years, 
or both. This section does not apply to Alaska." And the daid 
Dwight David Eisenhbwer, President of the United States, in absence 
of any case or circumstance expressly authorized by the Constitution 
or Act of Congress, did knowingly and wilfully and with intention to 
violate this Law send, order, command and dispatch a unit of the 
United States Armed Forces into the sovereign State of Arkansas as 

a Posse Comitatus. 


4. The Constitution Party realleges all of the allegations of the 
first three counts of this indictment. 


WHEREFORE, the Constitttion Party having indicted Dwight David' 
Eisenhower, and John Does One to One Hundred-Ei Al., for high crimes 
and misdemeanors, you are commanded to arrest Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and bring him forthwith before the District.Court for the District 
of Columbia, in the City of Washington to answer to this indictment 
charging him with violation of the Posse Comitatus Act as modified 
August 10th 1957, as per proper title of the United States Code. 

AND ViKEKEAS, -the said Dwight D„ Eisenhower, did as alleged in Counts 
One arid Two of this indictment, violate his Oath of Office when he 
«ordered the aforesaid unit of the Armed Fbrces of the United States 
to'occupy the City of Little Rock, in the State of Arkansas: and 
did and there knowingly and wilfully set aside and violate article 
4, Section 4, Constitution of the United States, that he be after 
trial in the United States District Court on charges alleged in' 
Count Three of this indictment, tried by. the Congress of the United 
States as provided. . ' ■
